The City Hospital Suffers Also—De­ 
tails of the Worst Cyclone That 
Was Ever Known. 


A tornado tore its way through

At midnight it was reported at 
the Dispatcher's office of the Wabash 
toad at Forest, III., that it was im­ 
possible to reach any point further 
south than Nameok i, which is nine 
miles northeast from 
St. Louis.

Hudson, New York, a former resi­ 
dent of Sedaiia, and a relative of 
Mason.

inspector and Mason stood on the 
platform at the Third street station, 
they were joined by Dr. P. A. Cool, 
pastor 
of

church, and who was named as a

States, and the two had a spirited 
consultation.

The terrible ravages of the c y ­ 
clone of W ednesday evening have 
rendered 
6oo 
people homeless at 
East St. Louis, III., and the follow­ 
ing appeal has been issued in their 
behalf: 


“ On the evening of the 27th of 
May, 1896, about 5:15 p. m., 
the 
city of East St. Louis, 
III., 
w*as 
visited by one of the most terrible 
and destructive 
tornadoes in the 
history of the country, and as a re­ 
sult of its fearful work at least 200 
lives have been lost and the maimed 
and wounded we are unable as yet 
to estimate, but it will probably run 
into the thousands. 
“ The amount of damage to prop­ 
erty is very great, 
and it 
is im­ 
possible at this time to ascertain, 
but it is safe to say that at least 
600 
families are 
rendered home­ 
less. 
A 
great 
number 
of 
these 
must depend upon charity for shel­ 
ter. 
“ While the loss appears to fall 
upon the poorer class of people, 
almost every citizen has directly or 
indirectly suffered. 
While we re­ 
gret exceedingly to call upon the 
country at large in this extremity, 
we feel utterly unable to supply the 
absolute 
necessities 
of these 
af­ 
flicted people, although our 
own 
citizens are putting forth every ef­ 
fort and are contributing liberally, 
and indeed more liberally than their 
means allow. 
“ We therefore appeal to the gen­ 
erosity 
of 
our 
sister 
cities and 
other communities for help in this, 
our hour of trouble. 
We will be 
pleased to receive subscriptions and 
assistance in any form which may 
be deemed advisable. 
“ We, the executive 
committee, 
have appointed Mr. Paul W. Abt, 
president 
of 
the 
First 
National 
bank 
of 
this 
city, 
treasurer, 
to 
whom 
all 
contributions 
can 
be 
sent.” 


Sedalia, with her usual liberality, 
will no doubt respond to the ap ­ 
peal, but no time should be lost in 
taking action. 
A $10 contribution 
tomorrow 
would likely be 
worth 
more 
than a 
$50 contribution a 
week later. 


No one who has not followed in 
the path of a cyclone can have any 
conception of the terrible destruc­ 
tion wrought, or otherwise responses 
would be made almost before ap­ 
peals for assistance were issued. 
In reply to M ayor H astain’s tele­ 
gram asking if Sedalia could render 
any assistance, 
M ayor Walbridge, 
of St. Louis, 
answered last night 
that that city would take care of its 
own, but that East St. Louis, III., 
would need outside assistance.

Last week it was stripped of its 
bark around the trunk, under the 
diri'ction of Col. Richard Tj. MYir- 
then, who manifests great interest 
in trees of all varieties, and samples 
of the cork will be forwarded to 
\\ ashington and to the Atlanta ex­ 
position. 
The liark, or cork, is two 
and a half inches thick, and is gc>od 
i material. 
Col. Wart lien, who has 
I studied the matter closelv, is confi- 
I dent that » his is the fir.^t tree that 
cork has ever been taken from in the 
United States.
